WHAT TO DO? 


The receipt of over $8,000, no strings attached, by 
the School Department this week as partial payment of 
assistance under a federal law, poses an interesting 

uestion. Will the School Committee decide to use 

money to replace the cuts in their annual budget, 

made by the Town Meeting on recommendation of the 
Finance Board? 

Although plans are proceeding rapidly to take the 
case to court to have-the money restore, litigation is 
usually a drown out process. Meanwhile, the recent- 
ly acquired money, which may be used in any way the 
School Committee’ sees fit, would not only cover the 
dependancy , but leave enough to ase the 
electric typewriters which the School Committee felt 
necessary to the commercial class—and the Finance
